The subject was of interest, “because it 
revealed something of the strength—and the 
weakness—of woman’s place in public life.

‘One voice insisted that a club for women, 
to pay its way from every outlook, must 
emibrace the social as well as the intellectual 
side ef woman's life. 

The suggestion put forward by another 
member of this particular league ‘of women 
was that, for economical reasons, such a club 
should finance its existence, to some extent, 
by lefiding itself Gat“to various societies on 
different dates, This “arrangement, she in- 
formed-ua, had preved-of merit in the United 
States.” Cad : i 

From a monetary standpoint this suggestion | 
might commend itself to consideration. But 
the dismg! picture conjured forth—particularly 
for country members—of a club that showed 
barred gates on certain dates was not an 
alluring one. 

With renewed § vigour, the ‘‘ one-voided ” 
lady held to her point that, to pay its ex- 
penses from every outlook, a woman’s club 
must entice the interest of the socially- 
inclined, as well as the purely intelleétual- 
minded woman. And to accomplish this feat 
due regard should be given to the attractive- 
ness’ of each’ feature of such an establish- 
ment. 

The question of fees presented difficulties. 
Here tt was unwise to accept the idea that 
any club, with pretensions to a future of an 
assured pcgition, could be run on a less 
annual subscription than £3 3s.

Women’s clubs abound in London. Some 
of us remember the earlier. days oí that 
a cm “ Ladies’ Army and Navy Club” 
in Burlington Gardens. The pleasant inter- 
course .with -women whose more or less 
travelled lives made so effective a protest 
against insular prejudices. 

Such a club, in so far as it might be 
managed on similar lines, with a country 
connection, could’ count among its members 
women of different aspects of thought— 
women whose influence as the commonweal 
(whether the wisdom of the home woman 
or the public woman) should be based on a 
first-hand knowledge of each other's outlook 
on Ife.

that she generally donned an unbecoming cap, 
and wore her black silk dress and gold watch 
chain like her mother, and a bonnet on 
Sundays, it will be admitted she had very 
little aid to appearing juvenile. Likewise 
she was not expected to be too youthful. She 
danced, of course, but did not play ames, 
though she might plan and start them for her 
young nephews and nieces and their friends 
at a children’s party.

CARE OF THE HAIR. 


| the most important points. Nowadays 

many people make the mistake of washing 
their hair too ogg vegas! Temporarily this 
improves the hair by giving it a good gloss, 
but in the long run it is injurious; for too 
much washing dries up the hair, causes it to 
turn grey and fall out. 

The cleaning of hair by petrol—adopted 
greatly abroad—is dangerous unless the 
greatest care be taken; but for dry hair such 
a treatment is a good alternative to the con- 
stant use of water. It was always believed 
that too much washing was bad for dry hair, 
but at present people have come to think that 
even for those with oily hair excessive wash- 
ing is bad, and shampoos with oil are recom- 
mended instead. People with dry hair should 
be extremely careful of the shampoos they 
use. It is questionable whether, in a country 
like Ireland, where the water is “soft,” they 
would not do better to use a soft soap and 
water instead of the shampoos in packets, as 
many of these contain borax, which dries up 
the hair, and many also some agent to 
counteract the water, which in other places— 
London, for instance—is extremely “ hard.’’ 

In many excellent old-fashioned hair washes 
the yolk of an egg is one of the principal in- 
gredients. In one of these I noticed the con- 
cluding words were, “a piece of soda the size 
of a walnut.”” Soda certainly should not 
exceed the size of a walnut, and in the case of 
this shampoo this much soda was to last for 
at least half a dozen hair washings, as the 
recipe was intended to be made up in a 
bottle and kept. 

I heard of a lady who threw a handful of 
soda into the warm water in which she was 
going to wash her hair. Her hair—up till 
then blonde—never recovered this washing 
either in colour or texture. 

A good plain soap—preferably with a large 
percentage of oil—is a good agent for the 
washing of dry hair. In order to obtain a 
good gloss, as well as to thoroughly clean the 


N the treatment of hair washing is one of; 


hot. Soap should be rubbed in until it 
lathers. ‘This is important, for the more it 
lathers the more successful the washing will 
be and the easier it will be to get the soap 
out in rinsing. Nothing is harder than to 
wash a little soap out of the hair. When the 
hair is well washed in the lather it should be 
rinsed and washed out again with soap in 
another warm water.. This should be con- 
tinued until the water comes out of the hair 
perfectly clear and clean. 
Drying hair quickly is bad. ft should be 
dried slowly, either by the air, fire or a 
machine. An electrical hair dryer has, since

The bo finished in a 
i picturesgue fashion with a 


THE BRIDE'S DOWRY. 


(By D.M.L.) 

N rural Ireland the bride’s dowry has 
| always been looked upon as a very im- 

portant item in the wedding arrange- 
ments; and to this day the prospective 
bridegroom and the father of the prospective 
bridge thresh the whole question out with a 
complete lack of reticence in the presence of 
interested ‘and helpful outsiders. ut though 
the details of the marriage portion may be 
known to most of the people living in the 
neighbourhood, yet they are not published 
to the outside world through the medium of 
the newspaper, as was the custom a century 
and a half ago, in higher social circles. 

In a copy of “The Gentleman’s Magazine,” 
published in 1731, there is the following 
notice: “ Married, the Rev. Mr. Roger Waina 
of York, to a Lincolnshire lady upwards ot 
eighty, with whom he is to have £8,000 in 
money, £300 per annum, and a coach and 
four for life only.”’ 

In those regrettable cases where the bride 
was — an attempt was made to cover 
th» fact by mention of her personal attrac- 
tions, as in the notice published in April, 
1783: ‘Married on Saturday last, Mr. 
George Denisthorpe to the agreeable Mrs, 
Marv Bowker; both of this town.” And in 
March, 1736,‘ The Earl of Antrim, of Ire- 
iand. to Miss Betty Pennefeather. a celebrated 
beauty and teast of that Kingdom.” 

During the latter years of the eighteenth 
century the papers began to practise a little 
more reticence concerning the bride’s dowry. 
One notice published at that time, omits the 
details and rays: “ Yesterday, at St. Martin's 
Church, William Lucas, Esq., to Miss Legge.

Another reads: “A few days ago, at St.

N years ago on April 22nd-23rd— 
the latter date heing St. George’s 
Day—a small place on the Belgian coast 
suddenly leapt into world history with a 
great epic. It is the immortal story of 
the raid’ by British naval forces on 
Zeebrugge, one of the greatest accomplish- 
ments of the.war; and if you substitute 
the words ‘‘ To-morrow is St. George’s 
Day ”’' for ‘Saint Crispian,” you have 
Harry of England no loriyer at Agincourt, 
but at Zeebrugge. ; 

As Admiral Sims, of the United States 
Navy, has pointed out, few incidents of 
the Great War had a greater influence in 
inspiring enthusiasm in the fighting forces 
and increasing their moral than this suc- 
cessful surprise attack ón Zeebrugge. He 
says:—‘‘It will long remain as an 
éxample of what can be accomplished by 
the thorough co-ordination of the elements 
of a sound plan with the various limiting 
conditions of place, time, state of sea and 
air, and the materia] equipment suitable 
and available.” 

This wonderful coup took place on the 
other side of the Straits of Dover. The 
village of Zeebrugue stands near the 
entrance to the Zeebrugge-Bruges Canal. 
Its defences were cunningly constructed, 
and the Germans made them still more 
powerful. For the purpose of protecting 
the canal entrance from rouch seas, the 
famous mole. had been constructed by the 
Belgians.” ‘Semi-circular in shape, it 
started from the shore (Captain Carpen- 
ter, V.C., tells us) at a distance of about 
half a mile to the westward of the canal 
entrance. Thence it curved round to the 
noithward and eastwaid. 


UNPARALLELED WORK. 


This curved mole protected a roadstead, 
of some 300 acres in extent, from northerly 
and westerly gales. The construction of 
the mole was a colossal task. There is no 
similar’ work of such magnitude in Great 
Britain or the United States. The total 
length of the mole was over one and a 
half miles. It included a stone railway 
pier, which ths Geimans extended and 
crammed with curs, whereby the natural 
approach to it from ihe sea was ma le 
more difficult.

LOSS OF PRESTIGE. 


It was not until the following April in 
1918 that the scheme sutiaddliced: and, 
when it was brought off, there is no douht 
that the moral efiect in Germany was 
tremendous. That was another part of 
the idea—that the loss of prestige in the 
German Navy would not be merely certain 
but, perhaps, of vita] consequence later 
on 


The general plan of attack was simple. 
Supported by the fire of two monitors, a 
cruiser was to assault the mole on the 
outer side, and divert the German fire 
from three blocking shins which were to 
dash in and be scuttled in the entrance. 
It was a suicidal move, and the annals of 
the Navy have nothing more jewelled or 
inspiring than this. A short viaduct join- 
ing the mole to the shore was to be blown 
up by a submarine, and Ostend was to he 
blecked simultaneously by two blocking 
ships. The whole coast was alive with 
guns, and the chance of success depended 
on an effective smoke-screen. 

Besides the old Vindictive: (5,750 tons), 
the attacking force consisted of two Liver- 
pool ferry boats—the Iris and Daffodil ; 
the blocking ships, Thetis, Intrepid, and 
Iphigenia—all old cruisers;  thirteea 
destroyers under Captain Wilfred Tomkin- 
son ; eighteen coastal motor boats carrying 
torpedoes ; thirty-three motor launches for 
amoke-screens and inshore rescue work. 


SIR ROGER KEYES. 


In eommand was Rear-Admiral (now 
Vice-Admira] Sir) Roger Keyes, who, as 
Commander in the Meiliterranean, insti- 
tuted the Royal Oak courts-martial in 
which Admiral Collard, Captain Dewar 
and Commander Daniel figured. Admiral 
Keyes had his flag in the destroyer War- 
wick. At Ostend the blocking attempt was 
made by two old cruisers, the Brilliant 
and Sirius, supported by five bombarding 
monitors, eight British and six French 
destroyers, with eighteen motor launches 
under Commander Hamilton Benn. The 
Vindictive carried guns, howitzers, Stokes 
mortars, flame-throwers, Lewis guns and 
pom-poms, and there was a storming party 
cf over one ‘thousand satlors. 

The attack started at 4.53 p.m. on Mon- 
day, April 22nd. The bombardment was 
to open at 11.20 p.m., and the smoke- 
screen to start at 11.40 p.m. The Vindic- 
tive was to reach Zeebrugge mole at mid- 
night. The first blocking ship was to pass 
the lighthouse at 12.25 a.m. Twelve 
miles from Zeebrugge the force assembled 
for the attack. 

The night was overcast. Soon a thick 
cloud of smoke began to roll over the 
Belgian coast; but, as the Vindictive 
neared the shore, the wind changed and 
the smoke drifted back. Suddenly search- 
lights glared on her and the storming 
party came under a severe fire—and the 
tide carried the ship three hundred yards 
too far. - 3

The Curse of Red Tape: 


An essential part of ‘‘ Motorways’ ”’ 
scheme was that the tourists should travel 
through England and Ireland in the same 
cars. In. order to save the expense of 
hiring new automobiles in thig country 
the firm was atranging to b its cars 
from Liverpool to ublin, My m on 
the Irish tour, and take them back again 
from Cork to Fishguard. When the Free 
State Government was approached, hew- 
ever, it was discovered that full import 
duty must be paid on every motor vehicle 
entering the Saorstdt, and that no excep- 
tion could be made in favour of “ Motor- 
ways’ ” cars. 

Several attempts were made to persuade 
the authorities of the absurdity of this 
attitude; but without avail. ‘* Motor- 
ways,” in comsequence, was forced to 
cancel its tours, although it already had 
been in touch with a number of hotels, 
the proprietors of which were looking for- 
ward to a lucrative season. 


The Example of France. 


This seems to me to be the height of 
fatuity. I understand that a similar 
difficulty presented itself in France some 
years ago, when “ Motorways ” proposed 
to send its cars across the English 
Channel; but the French authorities, 
being intelligent” people, when they were 
given a guarantee that “ Motorways ”’ 
would not pick up any passengers on 
French territory, immediately withdrew 
the restrictions, and allowed the cars in 
without any charge. They realised that 
by stopping the tours they would be 
depriving their own hoteliers, and the 
country in general, of large sums of 
tourists’ money. 

“ Motorways ” was quite prepared to 
give the Free State the same guarantee, 
and, I believe, even to deposit the amount 
of duty which was demanded on the 
understanding that this sum would be re- 
turned when the tourists left the Free 
State; but, apparently, red tape still 
flourishes in this country, and I am not 
surprised that the tours have been aban- 
doned.

An Anomaly. 


One of the minor anomalies of this pre- | 
posterous situation is the fact that the 
Irish Travel Bureau in London, which is 
run by the Government, has asked 
‘‘ Motorways ” to appoint booking agents 
for these tours, while thé Dublin Govern- 
ment, to all intents and purposes, has 
prevented ‘the tours from being organised. 

What is the use of trying to develop the 
tourist traffic in the teeth of such 
obstacles? If “ Motorways’ had been 
allowed to carry out its plan, there might 
have been a steady stream of wealthy 
American tourists through the Free State 
during the coming season. As it is, some 
absurd regulation has been allowed to 
ruin the whole entérprise.

The first silver 
cup, value for one hundred guineas, was 
presented. by King Charles IL for races 
run in Hyde Park. The “ Merry 
Monarch’ was the first of a long line of 
“ gentleman-jockeys,”” and won several 
events in fine style whilst carrying 12 
stone weight.

He is the author of severa] valuable books 
on music matters, including ‘ Catholic 
Church Music’’ and “ The Music of the 
Roman Rite.”’ 

He has been Lecturer on Music at the 
Leeds and Birmingham Universities, and 
has lectured under the Oxford University 
extension auspices. As a composer he is 
responsible for five Masses and a Requiem. 
Sir Richard has been a popular lecturer 
at the Royal Institution and also at the 
Royal Dublin Society. 

On several occasions he has been 
Examiner in Music for the National 
University of Ireland, and he has been 
the principal adjudicator at many 
musica] competitions.

his rivals, the birds, — they have 
been flying for thousands of years. But 
there are still things in which birds will 
probably always have the advantage; man 
ean never have the wonderful wind sense 
of the bird, which enables them in gliding 
to take gn of the slightest win 

current to rise with very little wing move- 
ment. 

With the exception of the corkscrew 
movement, birds will perform. with ease 
any of the “stunts’’ which so often have 
been the cause of disaster with airmen, on 
account of the liability to lose contro] of 
the machine aftei one of these flights of 
fancy. Birds have been seen to collide 
with each other when flying from opposite 
directions round a corner ; yet, in the frac- 
tion of a second, while they had time to 
check speed, they did so, with such effect 
that the impact was slight, and had no ill 
effects. 


Bird Love. 


An old gamekeeper, who was rich in 
bird lore, once expressed his opinion that 
the kite was the most respectable of al! 
birds, because it mated for life. Some 
students of bird life hold that the majority 
of birds mate for life, but there is much 
controversy about this. 

The habits of birds in the courting 
season are certainly full of interest ; 
colour and song, of course, playing an im- 
portant part. “The male kingfisher be- 
wilders the lady of his choice with his 
Joseph's coat of many colours; and two 
nightingales, besieging the same charmer, 
will vie with each other in serenading her. 

The red-neckéd pha , a bird found 
in only a few of Great Britain, had 
peculiar habits in the mating season. The 
female of the species takes the initiative 
in the courts and often fights fiercely 
with a rival, ile the male bird looks on, 
and submits meekly to being led away by 
the victor. He is also expected to sit on 
the eggs when they are produced. 


A Dream. 


People who observe the habits of birds 
are usually credited with great persist- 
ance and absorption in their hobby. Mr. 
Oliver Pike, whose books on birds are so 
well known, can claim the distinction that 
even in his dreams his ruling passion still 
holds sway. He tells in one of his books 
how he had spent much time, and had 
many disappointments, in trying to locate 
the nest of the rare black-necked grebe 
which he knew to be nesting in a reed 
bed near his home. The most patient 
search had proved futile and he had given 
up hope, believing he had examined every 
yard of the reed i 

One night he dreamed that he saw the 
long sought nest under his diningroom 
table. That dream faded and another 
followed in which he saw the nest in a 
certain spot in the reed bed. With as 
little delay as possible, he set out the 
next day to see if there was anything in 
his dream, and, sure enough, there was 
the nest in the spot where he had seen 
it in his dream, and the much-desired 
photographs were secured. He does. not 
record if he had first looked under the 
diningroom table, or if he treated that as 
an obvious “ April Fool ” dream.

Miss Helen Asquith, the granddaughter 
of the late Lord Oxford, who has just 
been received into the Roman Catholic 
Church, is twenty years of age, and is an 
undergraduate of Somerville College.

ABODES OF. WINTER. 
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LIFE IN GREENLY ISLAND.

(By “W. R. A.”) 


T is difficult for the inhabitants of these 

temperate islands to ise the 
desolate bleakness of a place like Greenly 
Island, where the Bremen landed, even so 
late in the year as April. Newfoundland 
and the Straits of Belle Isle lie in the 
same latitude as Northern France and 
Belgium, far south of the lands of the 
midnight sun. It is the Arctic current, 
carrying down slob-ice and bergs from the 
polar regions, which gives Newfoundland 
and Labrador their long, cold winter. 
The Labrador coast is closed to naviga- 
tion well into June, and the last boat 
| sails south early in November. 

Last summer I was a passenger in a 
Newfoundland coastal steamer, the 
“ Prospero ’’—a gallant, little boat built 
to face heavy weather and penetrated as 
far north as Canada Bay, almost 100 miles 
from the Straits of Belle Isle. In the 
brief summer it is a delightful issin A 
hot sun beats down on the waters of little, 
shut-in bays, whose shores are wooded to 
the water's edge. The tiny fishing settle- 
ments—‘‘ outports,’’ as they are called— 
look like the ideal havens of the 
illustrated supplement. 

All Labrador enjoys the same brief and 
beautiful summer. Sailing along that 
usually bitter coast, if it is July or 
August, you might readily imagine your- 
self among the Isles of Greece, or even 
(on occasion) in the Italian Lakes. An 
additional charm lies in the fact that the 
quaint and delightful views unfolded 
before you are unrecorded on picture post- 
cards. 


HIBERNATION. 


Winter is a different story. When fish- 
ing is over for the year and the bays begin 
to freeze, the inhabitants of the scattered 
settlements retire perforce into a species 
of hibernation. They victual themselves 
as for a siege. Until the ice breaks and 
fishing starts again there is nothing to do 
except to mend traps and nets, cut fire- 
wood or make a new boat when one is re- 

uired. Without news, without recrea- 
tion, the fisherman waits wearily for the 
spring break-up. 

The lot of individuals used to a livelier 
environment and compelled to pass their 
time in such lonely places is not enviable. 
Such are wireless operators, missionaries, 
and the gallant nurses of the Grenfel} and 
other missions who maroon themselves in 
settlements throughout the winter, and 
cope single-handed with disease. The 
officials of the Hudson Bay Company, 
whose posts are further north, are in a 
worse case: for they travel north in July, 
and cannot be relieved till twelve months 
are out. 

One official told me that he was very fond 
of reading novels, but, naturally, found it 
impossible to supply himself: with litera- 
ture for a twelve months’ stretch. During 
the winter dusk set in at two o'clock, 
which made the evenings long, and he was 
often obliged to ration himself to one 
chapter a night—stern discipline for the 
soul. ‘‘ Wireless”? has done something to 
make the lives of such solitary men more 
tolerable. 


A DRAMATIC BREAK. 


The Bremen probably landed into the 
midst of a little fishing colony such as [ 
have described above.- April ts, perhaps, 
the mest trying month in those parts. 
Food supplies, replenished in November, 
are running low, and the weather is still. 
kitterly cold. With another six weeks to 
go before the ice melts, one can imagine 
the delight of the Greenly Islanders and 
neighbouring lighthouse-keepers and cable 
operators at so dramatic a break in their 
spring ennwi. 

If the Bremen had landed in the 
interior of Labrador, she would never 
have been heard of avain. Labrador is 
probably the least explored and most 
thinly populated country in the world. 
The vast Hamilton Falls, which rival 
Niagara, have only been seen by a handful 
of white men. Here, as in Newfoundland, 
there are many rivers teeming with 
salmon that never have had a rod over 
hem. 

Africa is becoming as familiar as 
Devonshire. but the interior of Labrador 
still remains something of a mystery. The 
most marked impression one gathers from 
returned summer travellers is of the extra- 
ordinary virulence of the mosquitoes, 
which become worse the further north you 
go—a curious and unexpected observation 
Much of the administration of the country 
has in the past been performed by 
Moravian missionaries. 

Anyone who feels a dislike of the 
artificialities of civilisation and a longing 
for simplicity should spend a winter “ on 
the Labrador.” For the rest of his life 
he would raise his hat reverently on 
passing an gee pcg and would gena- 
flect in front of eVery cinema theatre.

“CIVIC RECEPTION IN CORK. 


From Our Specrat CORRÉSPONDENT. 
CORK, Sunday. 

The establishment of a Civic Reception 
Committee in the City of Cork supplies a 
long-felt want which would have grown in 
seriousness during the summer tourist 
season. In the next few months several 
organisations are ex to visit the 
South of Ireland, and, as their head- 
quarters will naturally be the Munster 
capital, some recognition of their presence 
is due. , 

The absence of a borough counci] made 
the provision of a civic welcome a rather 
difficult matter; but, thanks to the initia- 
tive of Mr. J. C. Foley, President of the 
Irish Tourist Development Association, 
this barrier has been removed, and the 
reception committee appointed during the 
past week represents all sections of the 
community. This fact alone should go a 
long way towards ensuring its success. 

A STERN NECESSITY. 

The conference of the Royal Liver 
Society, to be held early in May, will 
mark the opening of the new committee’s 
activities. Arrangements are being made 
for their reception. It is hoped that the 
delegates, who will number over three 
hundred, will be entertained at a banquet, 
but several obstacles bar the. way towards 
the attainment of this objective, 

One of these, in the absence of a hall of 
sufficient dimensions to accommodate the 
large number of delegates and their 
friends—a fact which seems only to 
emphasise the necessity for rebuilding the 
old civic buildings which were destroyed 
during the ‘‘ troubled period ’’ in Ireland. 
The money provided for this purpose was 
utilised in grappling with the acute 
housing shortage in the city and suburbs. 
There is a growing feeling, however, that 
gieater attention should focussed vt) 
this matter, and that some steps should be 
taken towards providing the city with a 
suitable municipal hall. 

THE FORD VISIT. 

As was urged in this column last week, 
the Southern province has derived 
tremendous benefits from Messrs. Henry 
Ford and Son’s branch factory in Cork. 
Apart from the additional employment 
provided, the trade of the city in several 
directions has been given a much-needed 
impetus.

O'Hegarty, ''we have been doing our best 
to replace the Exchange equipment, and, of 
course, this cannot be done in a day. I 
think that we have done extraordinarily well, 
considering the state in which we took over 
the service and the amount of money that 
was 9 our i t- 

‘As to the Rathmines Township, we were 
hampered by want of space, but ae we have 
secured new premises near the Rathmines 
Town Hall, to which in the course of the 
next twelye months we will transfer the 
Portobello Post-office and Exchange there, 
and these premises will be the centre of the 
Township. That, I hope, will do away with 
any cause of complaint from the residents.”’ 

Aaked how the automatic exchanges at the 
ae street and Merrion square areas were 
working, Mr, O’Hegarty said that they were 
doing very well, and he was very satisfied 
with them, He could not, however, say if 
the automatic system would be applied ener- 
ally in Dublin, because a question of F acewl 
interfered. It was, he believed, a better 
system than the manual exchange, but one 
of the dificulties was the initial cost, which 
was very high. Of course since that was 
got over there would be a saving in the 
running expenses owing to the smaller number 
of operators required. 

“ 1 believe,” added Mr. O'Hegarty, “' that 
that would be the most satisfactory system 
for the Dublin area and the townships, but a 
definite decision cannot be taken until the 
whole financial pesition has been considered.

FREE STATE SHIPPING | 
RETURNS, 


INTERESTING FIGURES, 


“The Merchant Shipping List and Portal 
Directory " (1928), which has been issued by 
the Free State Transport.and Marine Rranc 
and Coem- 
merce, contains interesting information for 
ship owners, ship masters and others in- 
terested in the Mercantile Marine. 

The names of the officers employed in the 
various ports in the Free State are set out, 
There is an siphaberionl list of steam vessels 
registered at Free State ports in 1927; the 
total is 150. The number of motor vessels is 

. There are 160 sailing vessels, making a 
total of 556, as compared with in 1936, 
The net tennage was 64,215 for 1927, as eom- 
pared with 65,066 im 1926, and the gross ton- 
nage 124,710 as against 126,395 

The rumber of: fishing vessels of over 15 
tens registered on Slst December, 1927, was 
174, compared with 187. in 1926, and the 
icnnage was 4,788 for 1927, as against 5,252 
in 1926 ‘They were registered as follows :— 
Drogheda 1; Dublin, 56; Cork, 10; Galway, 
33; Skibbereen, 34; Sligo, 11; Tralee, 15; 
Waterford, 2; Westport, 5; and Wexford, 2. 

The directory states that the Coast Life 
Saving Service, with the twenty lifebeat sta- 
rons maintained by the Royal National Life- 
boat Institution, constitutes the chief means 
of life-saving on the Free State coasts. Fify- 
three stations have been established, each 
worked by a volunteer company of, usually, 
fifteen trained men under selected leaders, of 
which there are two at each station. All the 
stations were fully equipped with the neces: 
sary apparatus, and the companies were exer: 
eised at regular intervals, During the period 
het ween the re-establishment of the Coast 
Life-Saving Service in the last quarter of 
1925 and Sist December, 1927, twenty-two 
lives were saved by means of the recket 
apparatus, 

During the yéar 17 vessels foundered, or 
were. stranded; eight became total wrecks, 
and nine vessels were refloated. The number 
of persons on board was 148; 17 were lost, 
and. 71 were saved by. lifeboats, rocket 
apparatus, or other means. Sixty persons 
required no assistance. 

ECLIPSES. 

In the year 1928 there will be five eclipses— 
three of the sun ahd two of the moon. These 
include a total eclipse of the sun on May 19 
(invisible at Dublin), a total eclipse of the 
moon on June 3 (invisible at Dublin), a 
partial eclipse of the sun on June 17 (in- 
visible at Dublin), a partial eclipse of the 
sun on November 1: (partly visible at 
Dublin), and a total eclipse of the meon on 
November 27 (visible as a partial eclipse at 
Dublin).

ERSUASION AND INTIMIDATION, 

Four documents, said counsel, had been 
found, and ene of these related to the liat of 
Ean who were to be summoned to the 
entral Criminal Court. In one of those type: 
written documents the following) was set 
out ;— 

“All our. energies should be directed 
towards securing the collapse of Free State 
Courts, for many reasons. (ne reason is that 
it would be easier ta get workers if convie- 
tions were fewer. Another reason is that the 
F.S. great argument is that it is the will of 
the people that Ireland should remain a 
British dominion. When juries acquit our 
prisoners it proves that the people, if they 
will not assist, at least approve of ethers who 
fight the old fight.

Another document was headed “' Publieity,'' 
and its contents related to a eall against the 
““enemy Government,” its Ministers and 
Courts, and referred to the jury panel. A 
copy of the official jury panel was alse found 
in the defendant’s house, and the names on it

THE JURY PANEL. 

Detective-Sergeant Mooney gave evidence of 
having visited the house in Cliftonville road, 
where the defendant lived, on the 10th Feb- 
ruary, aud found a diary in a wardrobe in 
one of the rooms, This diary contained a 
number of documents which had heen pro 
duced, There was writing in the diary, but 
no name. 

Mr, Finlay called attention te the fact 
that there were erasures in twe of the docu- 
ments, and asked the witness if at the samie 
time he, discovered a copy of the jury panel. 

The witness replied in the affirmative, and 
produced a copy of the panel certified by 
the Sheriff, which, he said, eorresponded 
with the ene which he found in the house 
of the defendant, The eharge against her, 
he added, was read ever to the defendant, 
and she stated that she had nothing to say. 

Mr. Cussen asked the defendant whether 
she desired to say anything new in reference 
to the charge or te ask the witness any ques- 
tions. 

The defendant said something in Irish in 
an almost inaudible voice. 

he witness intimated that he did not 
underst.nd Irish, and Mr, Cussen ‘sent for 
Mr, H. B. McShane, the court ipterpreter- 
of that language. 

| IRISH INTERPRETED. 

The defendant repeated her remark in Irish, 
and Mr, McShane, interpreting, said that 
she did not desire to ask any questions, as 
she did net recognise the Court, but wished 
to say that as long as any British institu- 
tions remained ijn the country she would do 
what she could te pull down “the reign of 
the Sassenach.”’ 

A man whose name appeared on the jury 
panel was called to give evidence, and said 
that he was summoned to serve as a juror 
at the Central Criminal Court.  Prier to the 
sitting of the Court he received a document 
which was similar to the one which had 
been given in evidence against the defendant. 

The defendant did not cross-examine this 
witness. 

Mr. Finlay asked Mr. Cuasen, on the evi- 
dence, to return the defendant for trial. 

Mr, Cussen decided to send the prisoner 
for trial to the next Circuit Criminal Court 
at Dublin on the charges connected with the 
documents, and also on the charge of asgsist- 
ing in the formation of an illegal military 
organisation.

Sperling were employed 
in a specific capacity to do specific acts, which, 
on the evidence, they iaithfully carried 
through. Counsel added that he had ad- 
mitted from the beginning of the case that 
his clients were responsible for the issue of 
the prospectus, and that if there was anything 
wrong—though they had always denied that 
there was—they were liable. They were liable 
for the act of their partner, but there was not 
the shadow of evidence that there was any 
criminal conspiracy. 

MR. R. WORKMAN’'S CASE. 

Mr. McGonigle, K.U., for Mr. R. A: Work- 
man, said that he failed to see how the plain- 
tiff could have damages on the other cause 
of action, having elected to take damages on 
the first, Observing that it was, very im- 
portant to prove the nature of the alleged 
conspiracy, he said it was etrange that a con- 
spiracy was arranged at a time when Work- 
man and Clark were making half a million 
profit, and when the trade boom was expected 
to continue, Was it likely, he asked, thet the 
‘*‘conspirators’’ would agree to defraud these 
debenture-holders of their money by means of 
this false prospectus and then proceed to 
plunder and destroy this very fine concern 
whieh was making these large profits? His 
client had ne interest in bolstering up one 
company more than the other—he was a direc- 
tor of both. 

What the defendants had done was their 
method of dealing with the trade slump, and 
this was a more reasonable explanation of 
what was done jn the circumstances than the 
suggestion put forward by the plaintiff, The 
evidence was more consistent with an in. 
pocent than a guilty interpretation, and he 
submitted that the plaintiff had not dis- 
charged the onus upon him of proving a 
criminal eenspiracy. 

The hearing was adjourned till to-morrow 
at 10.30 a.m. 


STOLEN MANUSCRIPT, 


UNUSUAL ACTION IN CLARE 
COURT, 

Giving his decision in Ennis District 
Court in an action in which John Loughrey, 
of Gort, sought te recover £10 from Patrick 
Conroy, of Kilkeedy, .Fubber, for the trover 
and conversion of a manuscript and for the

They have been extremely 
successful and widely utilised. 

ft is interesting to note that this year, 
even before the Tress Advertising Com- 
pany is in full swing, the number of in- 
quiries reacnihg the bureaux are equa] to 
those which came last season during the 
height of the advertising, 

The statement of accounts shows that 
in the period under review increased aller 
cations were made for tourst development 
by public bedies throughout the Saorstat, 
Summarising results for the past three 
years we find the following interesting 
figures :— 

1925-6—Five Councils voted a total of 
£2,200. 

1926-7—Eighteen Councils voted a total 
of over £6,000, 

1927-8—Thirty-four Councils voted a 
total of approximately £10,000, 

For the current year, 1928-9, the Asso- 
ciation is already ussured of a revenue 
from this source of approximately 
£12,000. Twenty-four out of twenty-seven 
County Councils have definitely allgcated 
grants. 

- GOVERNMENT GRANT? 

“We are confident,” says the report, 
“that within the coming year the sym- 
pathy and help which we have always had 
from the Government and its various 
Departments will be demonstrated in 4 
more practical manner by the provision of 
a substantial grant-in-aid,’ 

The report states that there have been 
considerable improvements in existing 
hotel accommodation in all parts of the 
country, ‘' Furthermore, we ate not con- 
vinced- by any comments which we have 
seen or heard that hotel prices in general 
are abnormally high. We are much more 
impressed by the fact that, in response 
to our continued appeals in the past, the 
hotels of the country, almost without 
exception, have supplied to us for pub- 
lication definite fixed prices, and oyr 
experience is that it is not so much high 
prices as variations in them which cause 
annoyance and dissatisfaction. A distin- 
giished visitor in the person of Sir Felix 

ole, General Manager of the Great 
Western Railway Company of England, 
has plaeed on reeord his opinion that one 
very great advantage possessed by Ireland 
is that really good hotel accommodation 
can be obtained for several guineas per 
week less than is charged for eorrespond- 
ing accommodation in holiday resorts in 
Scotland, England and Wales. He further 
states that in many cases the saving on 
the hotel bill is sufficient, or even more 
than sufficient, to pay the railway fare 
from London.” . 

The Association has decided te appoint 
a special organiser who will be in con- 
tinuous touch with individua] hotels 
throughout the country. 

The problem of seeuring an adequate 
supply of competent hotel staffs is still 
largely unsolyed, but thé Association 
believes that the basis of a permanent 
solution has been found in the initiation 
by the Dublin technical authorities of 
classes for the training of such staffs, It 
is hoped that the system will be extended 
to other centres in the country. 


PRESS ADVERTISING BEST. 

“ During the year under review our com. 
mitments on publicity expenditure have 
been considerably increased. Our im: 
proved financial position made it possible 
to expend large sums on Press advertising 
which we recognise to be the mont effective 
medium for getting in contact with poten- 
tial visitors. The resultant inquiries from 
readers of our advertisements have shown 
clearly the immense possibilities of this 
form of publicity. 

“In the production of tourist literature 
we have achieved. the point feresha 
in our report for last year in which the 
issues of our yarious publications have 
totalled over one million pieces of litera- 
ture. The further extension which we 
contemplate for the coming year should 
enable us to double that figure: In addi- 
tion to national publications, such as our 
folder map, which we hope te issue in 
quantities up to one millien, we antici- 
pate during the next few months that we 
shall be able to supply adequate printed 
information regarding all parts of the 
country, and all aspects of its attractions.

” in music only. is a 
‘passing and unpleasant phase, or whether 
it contains the germs of something really 
valuable and permanent, there seems to 
be no doubt of its power to excite 
musicians and musical critics. A writer 


‘in the Daily Telegraph has collected. some 


interesting opinions un the subject from 
the United States and Germany. One 
authority claims that European composers 
cannot write jazz, even if they would, 
because it is “the musical idiom of the 
American people. A composer must 
understand the American spirit thoroughly 
im order to. incorporate jazz colours 
and rhythms in his work.” This 
enthusiast, who speaks of the new music 
with such fervour, is a Russian, and, it 
appears, first became acquainted with it 
as recently as 1925. So much progress has 
jazz made in musical Germany that the 
director of the Frankfurt Conservatorium 
considers instruction in it to be “not 
only, the right, but the duty, of every 
up-to-date musical instruction.’? On the 
other hand, several eminent musical 
directors refuse to give way to what they 
describe as a mania. One hostile critic 
deplores this “death-like” music, to 
which dancers “gyrate with glassy eyes 
and empty brains.” The variety of 
opinion revealed in this symposium lends 
interest to a French writer's theory of 
the origin of jazz, a» reported in a 
Havana newspaper. He holds that the 
principal themes which now alarm or 
gratify what Hamlet calls “the general 
ear ” were bequeathed by French colonists 
on the Mississippi to the American negroes 
before French America bedame part of the 
United States.

“The Mastery of the Pacific. 

We observed last Friday that friction 
between Chinese and Japanese in Man- 
churia was growing, and commented on the 
gravity of the situation which would arise 
from a serious breach between the two 
great oriental nations. In a suggestive 
volume entitled “The Mastery of the 
Pacific,’ Sir Frank Fox discusses in de- 
tail the menace io the peace of the world 
t He 
quotes a comparison made by United 
States experts that China, on the basis of 
coal, oil and water power, is potentially 
the second richgst country in the world, 
with natural resources exceeding those of 
the whole British Empire. Without 
accepting this estimate, it is sufficiently 
clear that China offers an opportunity for 
economic exploitation exceeding that to 
be found in any other territory. Immense, 
therefore, is the prize for which external 
Powers well might gamble. Three chief 
Powers are concerned—Britain, the United 


days. It yielded huge revenues to the 
Tsar, and naturally, drinking, instead of 
being prevented, actually was encouraged. 
This condition of affairs was condemned 
roundly by the Socialists, and especially 
by the extremist element which was 
gathered under the banner of Lenin. The 
Bolsheviks swore that, if and when they 
should come into power, drinking would 
cease in Russia; and for some years a 
feeble attempt was made to stop the 
liquor traffic. In the meanwhile, how- 
ever, the Bolsheviks’ exchequer began to 
show signs of exhaustion. Money was 
exceedingly scarce, and just as the 
problem of Budget -balancing began to 
seem almost hopeless, some ardent re- 
former discovered that the Russian 
peasants were killing themselves by the 
consumption of illicitly distilled vodka. 
This discovery gave the  Bolshevist 
Government an excellent opportunity, of 
which it was quick to take advantage. On 
the ground that illicit drinking must be 
discouraged, the old State monopoly was 
restored, and within a short time vodka 
was being turned out in huge quantities. 
This source of revenue proved to be a god- 
send to the Bolshevist Government. Its 
depleted coffers quickly began to fill, and 
the vodka monopoly now is one of the 
most fruitful revenue producers in Russia. 
A message from Moscow, however, indi- 
cates that the restoration of the manufac- 
ture of liquor by the State has brought in 
its train a great increase in drinking. In 
1924, according to M. Bucharin, who is 
Moscow's chief statistician, the Russian 
people drank 2,200,000 gallons of vodka. 
In 1925 this amount had been increased to 
11,150,000 gallons, in 1926 to 53,000,000 
gallons, and last year to more than 
90,000,000 gallons. In 1926 the Russian 
workmen spent 1,000,000,000 roubles on, 
liquor of various kinds, and M. Bucharin 
estimates that on an average they devote 
between 14 and 17 per cent. of their 
earnings to the purchase of alcohol.

CELEBRATIONS NOT TILL 


NEXT YEAR.

That menace can be avoided 
only by the steady co-operation of Britain 
and the United States. If either of these 
were to withdraw from the present balance 
of power in the East, the other would be 
unable to prevent a Japanese hegemony 
of the Far East. Weace between the 
United States and Britain, therefore, 1s 
the supreme need of the White race. Yet 
men are mad enough in Northern America, 
and callous enough in some European 
countries, to talk lightly ot the possi- 
bility, and even the likelihood, of an 
Anglo-American conflict. Among fallacies 
which impede Anglo-American co-opera- 
tion, Sir Frank Fox regards the notion 
that the people of the United States is 
a British people, differing from the peoples 
of the Dominions only in a measure of 
political separation. “The United States 
people,” he says, “are not British; the 
British stock in the race amalgam, which 
is the greatest white people of the world, 
is not even predominant in numbers,”’ 
Calculations based on tiie notion that the 
United States people must behave like a 
British people, therefore,.are mistaken. 
Again, this strange new racial unit is 
centuries. behind the British nation in 
development. It is passing through a

Perpetual Summer. 


Tt is consoling to read, when ‘‘ summer- 
time” officially has begun, the statement 
that “the ice age is ending.” It raises 
hopes that the warm sunshine experienced 
in many parts of Ireland yesterday may 
be, indeed, the prelude to a somewhat 
belated spring. By this time, according 
to the poets, the fieldp, should ‘‘ breathe 
sweet,” old wives shoulé “ a sunning sit,” 
and shepherds should “pipe all day,’ 
instead of walking about bleakly with 
their hands in their overcoat pockets. The 
ice age which is said to be ending, how- 
ever, is not the cold spring of 1928, but 
the period when a considerable part of 
the earth’s surface ‘s icebound all the 
year round. A German philosopher and 
man of science, Professor Boelsche, pre- 
dicts tremendous changes in the world’s 
climate. Recent weather vagaries are 
signs and portents, it seems, that the 
earth is becoming warmer and that the 
‘“‘diluvial ice” era is passing away. 
Perhaps, the Polar ice caps will melt, 
and mankind may look forward to a 
** Paradisiacal climate.” We should have 
cheap tours to Spitzbergen, and the 
fashionable world might disport itself at 
Baffinland ‘instead of on the Lido. The 
great land areas of North Canada, Green- 
land’ and the Antarctic wuuld become 
fertile countries, capable of supporting 
large populations, thus relieving the 
minds of many people who think that the 
earth is becoming overcrowded The danger 
of overcrowding scarcely will be serious 
then, because the professor also foretells 
the speedy rise of new land masses in the 


‘Pacific Ocean, The water displaced would 


drown so many people that only a few 
would be left’ to welcome the happy 
change. If the matter were one of choice, 
therefore, most of us would reject a 
““Paradisiacal climate” im this life, and 
endure the ordinary Irish spring, which, 
after all, is not the worst possible.

Then, when the locomotive is 
travelling at the rate of about fifty miles 
an hour, the engines of the flying boat 
could be opened up, and she would lift 
easily into the air, and pass over the 
locomotive. 

The question of aerial navigation also 
requires considerable thought. The appli- 
cation of marine and ravigation methods 
to aerial navigation is unsatisfactory ; for 
aerial navigation stands by itself, and 
should be considered from the flying stand- 
point alone. Suitable instruments and 
equipment should be produced to meet the 
Yequirements of the air. 


LIGHTHOUSE SIGNS. 

Another useful point which suggests 
itself, and could quite easily be put into 
operation immetiately, 1s the laying down 
of large signs easily distinguishable from 
the air beside coast lighthouses, with the 
longitude and latituie of the position 
clearly marked. 

Lighthouses are the principal land- 
marks in marine navigation, but their 
usefulness to the aviator is almost nil. 
From overhead the light flashes cannot be 
seen, but the signs 1 suggest could be 
seen by day, and, if illaminated at night, 
they would tell a pilot his exact position. 

To sum up, the Atlantic has been flown 
form East to West and from West to 
East; pioneer work to a great extent has 
been done, and commercial services are 
certain to come. 

With better and different acroplanes 
will be used improved i:-struments, giving 
accurate information end enabling the 
Atlantic to be crossed in both directions 
without unusual danger or delay. 

The first of these services will not be 
for passengers, but jor mails, and the 
week-end letter will supplement the night 
letter of to-day. These and bank clear- 
ances, with other important commercial 
matters. would provide a very useful 
paying Wad to begin with.

She was conducted to the bridge, 
where she was formally received by the 
captain, Rudolph Wurpts, and introduced 
to Frau K6éhl. 

“It is my honour and privilege,’’ said 
the captain, “ to convey you ladies across 
the Atlantic to rejoin your husbands after 
their heroic and successful flight.” 

After they had posed for photographers, 
Mrs. Fitzmaurice and Frau Kohl 
adjourned to the stateroom, where a recep- 
tion was held in their honour. “With 
Captain Wurpts as interpreter, I had a 
short conversation with Frau Kohl. 
Naturally elated with the success of her 
husband's flight, she is looking forward 
with the keenest pleasure to joining him 
in New York this week. She expressed

Nielson, has flown across the Arctic 
regicns from Alaska to Spitzbergen. It is 
not stated that he actually crossed the 
North Pole, but his shortest route was via 
the Pole, and as this is nearly 2,000 miles 
and the flight occupied 214 hours, it is a 
reasonable assumption that it was the 
‘route flown. . 

The flight presents a curious paralle] to 
that of Major Fitzmaurice and the German 
airmen in the Bremen, for when it was 
nearly accomplished Captain Wilkins was 
obliged to land in an uninhabited island 
near Spitzbergen, where bad weather kept 
him for five days. He is, however, an 
Arctic explorer of great experience and 
resource—he attempted a flight from 
Alaska to the North Pole about a year 
ago, but was defeated by accidents to his 
aeroplane before he was well on his way—- 
and he was able to resume his flight, and 
landed safely at the radio station in Spitz- 
bergen. 

The Copenhagen newspaper Politiken, 
received on Saturday afternoon two wire- 
less messages from the Spitzbergen radio 
station. The first stated that Captain 
Wilkins flew from Point Barrow (Alaska) 
and landed near Doedmansoeira, where 
bad weather stopped him for five days. 
Doedmansoeira is an unhabited island on 
the north side of Isfjord, about twenty- 
five miles from Svalbard (Spitzbergen). 
The crew of the machine were reported 
to be in excellent condition. 

The second message stated that Wilkins 
landed near Svalbard Radio Station at 
eleven o'clock on Saturday. 


MESSAGE TO DETROIT. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Saturday. 

The reported arrival of Captain Wilkins 
in Spitzbergen has caused surprise and 
delight in America. His aeroplane car- 
ried a wireless set, but, despite a constant 
watch by wireless stations, complete, 
silence ‘enveloped the expedition, even 
from the time the airman was expected to 
take off from Point Barrow. 

Captain Wilkins announced his arrival 
in Spitzbergen in a wireless message to the 
Detroit News, as follows:—‘‘ Reached 
Spitzbergen after twenty-one and a half 
hours’ flying. Delayed five days on 
account bad weather.’’ This message was 
dated from Svalbard. 


DR. NANSEN’S COMMENT. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
OSLO, Sunday. 

There is no further news from Green 
Harbour about Captain Wilkins. In reply 
to a telegram from the local telegraph 
agency, he declared that he was: at 
present unable to make any statement 
about his experiences. 

Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, in an interview, 
expressed his great admiration for Captain 
Wilkins’s achievement. He said that it 
seemed to have been magnificently dóne. 

The only people at present in Green 
Harbour are the operators at the Govern- 
ment wireless station, and, perhaps, one 
or two watchmen. 


AMUNDSEN’S VIEWS. 

Referring to the Polar flight Captain 
‘Roald Amundsen, who flew across the Pole 
in the opposite direction in May, 1926, 
with General Nobile and Mr, W. Elsworth 
in the airship Norge, said that the flight 
was a great surprise and a brilliant 
achievement.. He believed that conditions 
for flying im the Polar regions were. more 
favourable now than in May, when fog 
generally set in. Apparently Captain 
Wilkins and his companion had not been 
troubled by ice freezing on to the wings 
of their ’plane, a difficulty with which 
the airship Norge had to contend. 
Captain Amundsen remarked that it was 
impossible to say at present whether the 
fliers had crossed the North Pole itsell, 
but anyway they had crossed the Polar 
Basin. 

Besides being a splendid sporting enter- 
rrise, expeditions like that of Captain 
Wilkins were valuable as adding te our 
geographical knowledge; fíor, if the 
weather was good, the airmen might well 
have made important observations and, 
perhaps, seen land hitherto undiscovered.

' George Greville, second Earl of War- 
wick, who succeeded to the title in 1775, 
enriched it with a magnificent collection 
of pictures and carried out many addix 
tions and improvements. On Sunday, 
December 3, 1871, the castle was the 
scene of a fire which destroyed the whole 
of the eastern wing.

The Admiralty makes the following 
announcement :—‘‘ In consequence of the 
retirement of  Rear-Admiral B. St. G, 
Collard, Captain C. V. Usborne, C.M.G.., 
A.D.C., is promoted to Rear-Admiral, 
April 22nd.’’ 

Captain Cecil Vivan Usborne was born 
in Queenstown in May, 1880, and is the 
second son of the late Captain George 
Usborne, R.N. He married a daughter 
of Mr. J. W. Sharpe, M.A., late Senior 
Fellow of Gonville and Caius College, 
Cambridge. From the time he entered 
the Navy he showed remarlfhble aptitude, 
and qualified as Gunnery Lieutenant in 
1903. Ten years later he became Com- 
mander of H.M.S. Colossus. 

Captain Usborne invented the apparatus 
which led to the introduction of Paravane 
mine: protection, and a year later, in 
1916, he took command of H.M.S. Latona, 
a mine-layer in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean. In 1917, when he was promoted 
to Captain, he was senior British naval 
officer at Salonika, and later commanded 
the Naval Brigade on the Danube. It 
was in 1919 that he became Deputy Direc- 
tor of Naval Ordnance, and subsequent 
appointments included command of 
H.M.S. Dragon ; Deputy Director, Gunnery 
Division, Naval Staff; Vice-President, 
Chemical Warfare Committee, and Direc- 
tor of Senior Officers’ Technical School.

CONTROVERSY AT 


PLYMOUTH. 


The action oí the Special Committee of the 
Plymouth Corporation in declining to accept 
the suggestion that the town should buy the 
Roborough site for an aerodrome was criti- 
cised by the Plymouth Chamber of Commerce. 
The subject has been under discussion for a 
year, and Plymouth has been visualised as 
taking an important place in any scheme of a 
regular air service between England and 
America. 

So keen are some of the members of the 
Chamber of Commerce on the purchase of the 
site for an aerodrome that an idea of members 
taking up £10 bonds toward purchase money 
was discussed. The opinion was expressed, 
however, that it was doubtful whether the 
Chamber had power to carry such a sugges- 
tion into effect, and after a long discussion, 
in which Mr. Lovell Dunstan defended the 
decision of the Corporation Committee, a reso. 
lution requesting the Town Council to receive 
a deputation on the subject was passed. 

Mr. Edgar Bowden, the Chairman, urged 
that immediate steps should be taken to 
secure the aerodrome, and that no stone should 
be left unturned to influence public opinion 
in its favour.

The acquittal in Washington on Saturday 
of Mr. Harry F. Sinclair, the American oil 
millionaire, on the charge of conspiracy to 
defraud the Government of the United States 
in connection with the leases of naval oil 
lands, marks a distinct stage in the Teapot 
Dome scandals, which have attracted wide 
attention in that country and elsewhere during 
the last six years, says The Times. 

There are still hanging over Mr. Sinclair’s 
head two sentences for contempt of court 
which are now under appeal, the one for 
refusal to testify before a committee of 
inquiry, and the other in connection with a 
previous trial, which was abruptly stopped 
when charges were made of tampering with 
the jury. 

There are also other trials impending, such 
as that of Mr. Albert Fall, formerly Secretary 
of the Interior, who was too ill to take his 
ba in the dock side by side with Mr. 
inclair, and there is the seemingly endless, 
yet ever fresh, investigation by the Com- 
mittee of the Senate, which will doubtless con- 
tinne. Yet it is probable that now the 
matter will become more and more a ques 
tion for discussion among that wider public 
which will have had more than its fill of 
the story by the time it goes finally to the 
polls in November. 

Thereafter Teapot Dome may soon 
allowed to pass into the records of forgotten 
history. 

It is necessary to go back seven years to 
find the origin of the affair, and even further 
to follow some of ifs ramifications. The late 
President Harding had hardly entered on his 
duties at the White House, bringing: with him 
to the Department of the Interior Mr. Albert 
Fall, formerly a senator from Arizona, when 
Mr. Fall and Mr. Edwin Denby, a Secretary 
of the Navy, signed an Executive Order trans- 
ferring to the Department of. the Interior 
the control of the oil lands held for the use 
of the United States Navy, including Teapot 
Dome, in Wyoming, and Elk Hills, in Cali- 
fornia. 

The matter attracted no public attention, 
for it was known to few, but some naval 
officers strenuously objected when they 
saw the control pass out of their 
Department. A year later it ‘was 
rumoured that these oil lands were being 
leased to private companies, and. when docu- 
ments were called for in the Senate it was 
found that Teapot Dome had been turned 
over to the mammoth oil company controlled 
by Mr. Sinclair, while a lease for Elk Hills 
had been granted to Mr. Edward L. Doheny 
under the name of the Pan-American Petro- 
leum Company. There was a storm ‘of indig- 
nation in the Senate, and an investigation was 
ordered. 


BALKAN EARTHQUAKE.

ANOTHER SEVERE SHOCK. 
From Revrgr's CORRESPONDENT,. 
SUFIA, Sunday. 

Several slight shocks of earthquake were 
felt during the night and this morning in the 
districts of Philippopolis, Tchirpan and 
Borisovgrad. The entire population of these 
parts is sleeping out of doors under rudi- 
mentary sheltefs, and is suffering greatly from 
the severe weather. It has not stopped rain- 
ing for forty-eight hours. 

A more severe shock was felt during the 
night at the village of Golevo Konar, to the 
north of Philippopolis, and about ten houses 
collapsed. The A toms school and premises 
of the Agricultural Bank were badly 
damaged. The districts of Panaguirichte, 
Ladjane and Kirdalji, which had not felt the 
previous shocks, were severely shaken this 
morning, but there was no loss of life, as the 
inhabitants left their houses at the first 
tremor, 

Relief from foreign sources is beginning to 
be received. The Pope has sent a sum of 
500,000 leva, and the American Red Cross 
has contributed $5,000. 


FOUR SHOCKS FELT IN ATHENS.

Following a number of earthquake shocks 
at Patras, at the entrance of the Gulf of 
Corinth, during the day, four violent shocks 
were felt in Athens this evening.

U.S. COMMISSIONER'S 
REPORT. “.

A’ BETTER OUTLOOK, 


- 


The result of long personal investigas 
tion, the report of Mr. Hugh D. Butler, 
United States Trade Commissioner, to his 
Government is now published by the 
Federal Department of Commerce as “ An 
Economic Survey of the Irish Free State.”” 
It is an exceedingly interesting document. 
In a foreword Mr. Julius Klemm, Director 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, says :— 

‘The appointment of an American 
Minister to Dublin and the flotation of 
the. Irish Free State’s first foreign loan 
on the New York market during the past 
year have served to increase the interest 
of the American community in the 
economic potentialities of the new 
Dominion. The total of our direct trade 
with the Free State is small, but a con- 
siderable volume of American goods 
reaches the Free State through British 
ports. The export statistics of the past 
three years indicate an encouraging 
growth in direct business, despite the 
well-established trade channels between 
the Free State and London and Liverpool. 
“ Direct exports of $10,882,180 from 
the United States in 1927 compare very 
favourably with the 1925 total of 
$7,280,334, and lead to the conclusion 
that we held a substantial portion of the 
increase in direct shipments which fol- 
lowed the British coal stoppage in 1926. 


THE MAIN INDUSTRY. 

“ Southern Ireland is now, and probably 
long will remain, primarily an agricul- 
tural country, -specialising in the produc- 
tion of meat and dairy products for the 
British market, and importing in return 
the major part of its domestic require- 
ments in cereals, coal and manufactures. 
This dependence on agriculture has made 
the Free State producer particularly sensi- 
tive to the post-war industrial depression 
and subsequent deflation. Greater com- 
petition from other agricultural countries 
for the reduced volume of business de- 
pressed prices for his products, while the 
slower fall in the general price level ab- 
sorbed a considerable portion of his real 
income. Furthermore, restriction of agri- 
cultural credit contributed to the difficul- 
ties of economic reconstruction. 

“While it is quite clear that Irish 
prosperity is closely tied up with the 
British industrial situation, the farmer's 
position appears to have been improved’ in 
the last year by the steps which the 
Government has taken to develop a better 
balanced agricultaral programme, and to 
ensure more efficient and uniform produc- 
tion of Irish specialities. The existing 
co-operative organisation—one of the most 
encouraging features of the Free State's 
agricultural system—has been utilised in 
the enactment of a new co-operative 
creamery policy, which, with legislation 
regulating export standards, has already 
resulted in an improved market for Free 
Statg.eges and butter. 

“The land reform programme, a major 
issue in the development ‘of agricultural 
credit, is progressing, and through the 
recently established Agricultura] Credit 
Corporation and provision for rural train- 
ing schools a system has been devised to 
encourage farmers to take advantage of 
modern scientific methods. The expeéri- 
ment of raising sugar beets has been 
financed through a Government subsidy in 
an effort to provide an alternate cash 
crop and more stable employment condi- 
tions for the country’s labour. 


THE SHANNON SCHEME. 

“ Industrial. development in the Free 
State is greatly influenced by the proxi- 
mity of British mantfacturing industries, 
but the ground for a limited expansion 1s 
being laid in the construction of the 
Shannon hydroelectric network. Also, 
some stimulation of local milling, cloth- 
ing, tobacco, confectionery, and other 
industries has already resulted from the 
imposition of protective duties, although 
it is generally recognised that the possi- 
bilities in highly manufactured lines are 
distinctly limited by the size of the 
domest*c market. 

“ The margin in favour of foreign com- 
petition in the Free State is inereased by 
the fact that domestic manufacturing 1s 
poorly organised and lacks an: adequate 
supply of skilled labour, conditions whieh 
constitute a formidable handicap to the 
small Irish plants in the face of the world 
trend towards specialisation and mass 
production. 

“The Free State’s efforts to evolve a 
more balanced economic régime will be 
sympathetically regarded in the United 
States, and there is little question that 
the volume of American-manufactured 
goods sold there will grow with the wealth 
of the country. Irish banking, . trans- 
portation, and distribution services are 
already well developed, and the country’s 
credit has been adequately established by 
the determined effort made to balance 
revenue and expenditure since the inaugu- 
ration of responsible government, The 
expansion of individual purchasing power, 
with its corollary, a higher standard of 
living, is now the country’s most difficult 
task and the major factor in the expan- 
sion of United States trade with the Free 
State. 

“ Mr. Butler’s observations are the 
result of personal investigation in the 
Irish Free State during the past vear, in 
the course of which he received the most 
cordial and helpful co-operation from 
Consul-General Hathaway, Consul- 
General Ferris, Consul Boucher, and Vice- 
Consul Harrington. Their reports and 
familiarity with conditions in Ireland con- 
tributed materially to the collection and 
presentation of Mr. Butler’s data. 

“The Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce ‘will be glad to hear from ex- 
porters and others of the business com- 
munity who are interested in the Free 
State market, and to amplify this survey, 
where possible, with auxiliary material 
from its files.’’ 


POPULATION. 

The survey is crammed with facts, and 
will be found to be a very useful addition 
to any library. A few extracts from it 
follow :— 

A striking feature of the population 
trend since 1841 in the territory now in- 
cluded in the Free State is the fact that 
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Originally a er! with large forests, 
only 1 per cent. of the Free State to-day 
is coveted with woods—something over 
200,000 acres in. all—and probably not 
more than half of the consumption of 
wood for various purposes is supplied from 
domesti¢ resources. : 

Neither fishing as a means of liveli- 
hood nor the eating of fish is popular with 
the Irish people, the amount, of fish con- 
sumed being only 14 pounds per capita in 
the Irish Free State, as compared with 
40 pounds in Great Britain—a rather ex- 
traordinary situation for an island people. 

THE CATTLE TRADE. 


It is ‘evident that cattle will continue! 


to be an important Irish export: in the 
future. To make it profitable again is a 
question of world markets, the breeding 
of better meat animals and quickly fatteu- 
ing—and possibly killing—more of them in 
the Free State. ; 

The problem with which Free State 
breeders is concerned is to develop a high- 
grade milk heifer and-a high-grade meat 
arima) from the dairy -herd ; the founda- 
t:on stotk must be a dual purpose cow. 

The labour experience of the Ford Com- 
peny, Oórk, is especially interesting, as it 
prcvideá a concrete example ofthe satis- 
factory ' performance of Irish workmen 
working efficiently in an American-style 
plant under Irish direction. 

One of the most surprisng features of 
Trish agriculture is the organisation of 
farm labour, over half of their number 
being wnionised, whereas the difficulties 
in the Way°of such organisation in other 
conntriés--has been“úhmost “insuperable. - 

The... official. total . for . unemployed 
workers,em 21st June, 1926, was 31.248, as 
compared with 44,795 in June, 1925, but 
the system,of registration is such as to 
make’ the value of these figures almost 
negligible “mg an index of industrial 
activity. 

The principles and system which nave 
been adopted in the establishing and 
operation of the Free State’s public 
finanees have continued to be thoroughty

OUTLAWING WARK. 


THE FRENCH PROPOSALS

PARIS, Saturday. 

The,French plan for a multilateral pact to 
outlaw war was published here this afternoon.

“ Unfortunately,’’ the Note continues, 
“the Japanese Government utterly dis- 
regards these vital facts, and when the 
goal of China's unification is in sight 
again proposes to despatch troops to 
Shantung. This action not only con. 
stitutes a flagrant violation of the prin- 
ciples of international law and treaty 
stipulations, but may also, it is feared, 
give rise to serious consequences, the 
responsibility for which it will be difficult 
to determine. Therefore, the National 
Foreign Minister is constrained to lodge 
a strong protest, at the same time request- 
ing the Japanese Government to recon- 
sider its action and immediately to stop 
the forces going to Shantung, with a view 
to the maintenance of cordial relations 
between China and Japan,”’

MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE 


FROM MAIL BAG, 


The Investigation Department of the 
Liverpool Post Office is endeavouring to solve 
the mysterious disappearance of in 
Treasury Notes from a Liverpool mail bag.

FREE STATE INCOME TAX. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—When the Irish Free State taxpayer 
justifiably criticises the present policy regard- 
ing tarifls, Army expenditure, etc, the 
Government, apologists say— Oh, but look at 
the income tax! You are paying 1s. in the 
£ jess than a citizen of Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland.” The statement is not 
true, but it is often advanced in good faith, 
and too readily finds acceptance. It is a fact 
that the present standard vate of income tax 
in the Free State is ós, as against the 
British rate of 4s., but this does not mean 
an advantage of 25 per cent. in favour vf 
the Free State taxpayer. The point lost 
right of is that, in Great Britain, earped 
income is allowed an abatement of one-sixth 
(38. 4d. in the 5 
allowance in the Free State is only one-tenth 
(2s. in the £). The personal allowance (£155) 
and allowance for wile (£90) are the same 
in hoth conntries. 

Let us see how this works out in practice, 
Take the case of a married man, with an 
earned inedme of £300. In the Free State his 
total abatement will be £255 (£30 + £155 + 
£90), and the balance, £45, is subject to tax 
at half the standard rate—i.e,, at 1s. 6d, im 
the £. He, therefore, pays £3 7s, 6d, The 
same man, if resident in Great Britain, gets a 
total abatement of £275 (£50 + £155 + £90) 
and pays on £25 at 2s. im the £ = £2 10s. 
He actually has to pay more in the country 
which has, nominally, the lower rate of 
income tag, On higher incomes there is an 
advantage, buat only very slight one, in 
favour of the Free Bate taxpayer, For 
instance, where the earned income is £540, 
the Free State tax will be $22 5s, Gd,, «s 
against $22 10s. in Great Britain. 

The mogt desixable immediate reform, if the 
Government does not see its way fo reduce 
the standard rate, is to inerease the abate- 
ment of one-tenth to one-sixth, and it is to 
be hoped that this question will be raised and 
pressed duving’the discussion om the Budget. 
Until such á change is carried into effect all 
talk as to the substantial advantage enjoyed 
by the Free State income taxpayer in com- 
parison with a citizen of Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland is sheer humbug.—yYours,

On the following day, after an early bathe, 
I started off goa road through Britias 
Bay towards Arklow, when, Jo! it also came 
to an abrupt end and became a mere track 
over the sand-hills, Fortunately, I wes able 
to push my bicycle over the track until it 
became a road again and continued to 
Arklow. This road is almost deserted, and 
the few houses that once formed the little 
hamlet called on the map by the apparently 
unlucky name, Penny-cum-quick, have become 
ruins. No doubt, if this ceast road ran the 
whole way between Wicklow and Arklow, the 
ubiquitous ‘buses would soon arrive, making 
the road jess pleasant for solitary cyclists, 
but enabling people to enjoy the beautiful 
stretches of sand all along it. 

Having ridden through Arklow and the 
Vale of Avoca I pushed my bicycle up past 
Castle Howard to the “‘Motty Stone,” a 
huge boulder on the top of Convery Moun- 
tain, from which a magnificent view of all 
the Wicklow Mountains can be obtained. | 
have since been trying to discover the origin 
of the name, but in vain, People in a 
cottage near said that giants were supposed 
to have thrown it across from the opposite 
side of the vale. Iron steps have recently 
been added to enable visitors to climb te the 
top and there wish. Beyond it are the 
remains of the copper ore mines, which were 
apparently worked with great profit in the 
eighteenth century. Now that we are 
endeavouring to develop the resources of our 
country, perhaps they will be worked once 
more, as well as the gold mines of Croghan 
Kinshela at the other side of the valley. 
On = way home I was struck by a legend 
inseri over a lonely wayside tavern: 
'" Broken-down cycles may rest here free.” 
A home for syperannuated bicycles is implied ; 
but what about their owners when they also 
break down? Must they fall back upon the 
incomparably less pleasant mode of loco 
motion, motor cars! Perhaps, some other 
haven of rest. may provide free harbeur, but 
let it not be beside the coach road within 
sight and sound of pe ually passing motors. 
Rather than that, let the breakdown be final, 
and a last resting place be found within sight 
and sound of the sea or on a lonely mountain

Such an operation would scarcely appear to 
be worth while unless interest rates on the

GRAMOPHONE ISSUES. 


The sharp rally in gramophone ‘ssues fic m 
the fall produced by the rumour of a tax on 
records scarcely suggests the exjstence of 
weak speculation. Evidently such a condi- 
tion does not exist. There is certainly creat 
speculative activity, but it has been a feature 
of Stock Exchange. business for a véry long 
time past that for the most part shares 
bought. are forthwith paid for by the par- 
chaser. There is comparatively little con- 
tango business, and, consequently, any tem- 
porary break induces little selling. People 
have paid for their shares and intend to keep 
them, either for dividends or for further 
capital appreciation. 


BEAR OPERATIONS. 


‘Bécause of this bears find their, occupation 

much less remunerative than it was formerly. 
They dare not sell short, because there are ao 
few bulls that they cannot “ take in ' shares 
to any considerable extent, with the result 
that speculative selling has frequently in- 
volved a loss. The attitude of: the 
public —in taking up and paying 
for shares is. a _ survival of the war- 
time legislation when all Stock Exchange 
business .was on a cash basis, with no fort- 
nightly settlements and no transactions In 
options. Brokers did so well then that many 
of them will not now obtain carrying over 
facilities for their clients, or they do go 
reluctantly; at the same time, comparatively 
few clients want to speculate in this way. 
This condition makes for strong markets, 
and explains the resistance of prices to 
profit-taking or sales induced by adverse 
developments. 


LOOKING AHEAD. 


Assuming that we are to have a con- 
tinvance for some time to come of active 
markets, there must be many people who are 
wondering what securities are likely to be 
most prominent, in the future; It is a natural 
inference that where quotations are already 
high there will be a disposition to sell and 
exchange into shares which appear to give 
more scope for capital a iation. In this 
connection most people would probably admit 
that gramophone shares at present are quite 
high §nough,,and this can. be said..with a full 


admittedly, one is confronted wi 

somewhat difficult problem, and, so difficult 
do some pote find it, that in the absence 
of a solution they decide to hang on to what 
they have got. So far, that policy has 
proved to have been the right one. When 
Vocation Shares rose last year from below 
5s. to 35s., those who bought at the lower 
figure saw an exceptionally handsome profit, 
the temptation to realise which most people 
would find. difficult to resist. But if they 
held on they were shown to have been fully 
sg on for subsequently the shares reached 

s. 10d. The difficulty is somewhat similar 
to that which faces people with investment 
securities which have appreciated  con- 
siderably in value. They are tempted by the

Those who realise handsome profits from 
their operations in Industrial Shares of. the 
kind referred to above may be tempted to.

On every hand there is 
evidence of inflated values, and, despite 
strenuous efforts to force “ tired ” shares still 
higher and the fresh stimulus given by the 
substantial amount of American money at- 
tracted to this market, a halt has been called 
in the upward movement. Whatawill be the 
next stage? (asks The Observer). Experience 
suggests a general readjustment of values 
more in accordance with intrinsic worth than 
speculative expectations. When this comes 
those who find themselves left with such shares 
as Courtaulds, Coats and similarly strong and 
soundly financed companies will have the 
least to regret. 


FIGHT FOR A RAILWAY. 

The fight for the control of the British 
Columbia Electric Railway Company took a 
new turn on Saturday, when it was announced 
that a third party had entered the field and 
were offering yet higher terms for the stock 
of the company. Early last week the Pre- 
ferred and Deferred stockholders of the com- 
pany received an offer from Viscount Rother- 
mere and his associates of £240 per £100 of 
Preferred. and. £280 per £100 of Deferred 
stock. Following this offer came a bid from 
another group, comprising Nesbitt Thomson 
and Company, of Montreal, and the~ Power 
Corporation of Canada. The terms offered 
exceeded those of Viscount Rothermere by 
£26 per £100 of stock, and it was announced 
that the directors of the railway had de- 
cided to accept these terms for their own 


holdings. 

On Saturday the English Association of 
American Bond and Share Holders announced 
that they were authorised by Sir Herbert 
Holt; Mr: H. Gundy, the Canadian and 
Foreign Power Corperation, and Andrew Holt 
and.

JURY’S EFFORT TO SHORTEN 


CASE.

The hearing was resumed last Saturday of 
the villas to" whith Joseph H. Dowling, 59 
Belgrave square, Rathmines, seeks to estab- 
lish a will, dated 3rd February, 1927, and a 
codicil, dated 10th February, 1937, of Mrs. 
Annie J. Cummins, formerly of 60 ve 

Rathmines, who died in June, 1927.

The cross-examination of Dr. Richard Shaw 
was continued by Mr. Lynch. He said that 
during his visits to Belgrave square im 
January 1926, he saw Mrs. Cummins, but 
the only conversation that he had with her 
was just bidding her the time of day, and; 
passing on. When he heard, on the evening 
of the 30th May, 1927, that Sir Arthur 
Chance was in the house, he formed the 
opinion that he was there about her mental 
condition, He never asked, up to the time 
when Mrs. Cummins died, who brought Sir 
Arthur Chance, but he assumed that it was 
Mr. Moylan, because Mr. Moylan was the 
only man there. That was only a presump- 
tion on his part. 
TREATED AS DAUGHTERS. 

Mrs. Christine Gorman, one of the de- 
fendants, was examined, and stated that she 
went to live with Mrs. Cummins in 1897. 
Her sister Nelly went there in 1895 and Julia 
in 1899. They were treated by Mr. and Mrs. 
Cummins as daughters. Their education, 
clothing, etc., were all paid for by Mr. and 
Mrs. Cummins. After she came back from 
school witness looked after Mrs. Commins’s 
bank business, took orders to her solicitors, 
and generally did work of that kind. In 1920 
Mrs. Cummins was very bright and intelligent. 
She was always courteous to her tenants, but 
kept them at a distance. In 1925 the witness 
first noticed a change in Mrs. Cummins. In 
that year she insisted that a cheap bracelet 
that the witness had bought was a costly 
Pbracelet belonging to her sister in India. 
About the end of 1925, and up to the time 
of her death, Mrs. Cummins began to get 
very stooped—she had always been erect— 
and her colour became bad. She would re- 
member some things, and the next minute 
forget them. Sometimes she had very lucid 
moments, but she was always repeating 
herself and tellmg the same story over 
and over again. In 1926 she did not 
recognise an old and dear friend, Mrs. Burke. 
Mrs. Burke was very much hurt at the inci- 
dent. When the witness got married she 
went to live in Dalkey, as she wanted to have 
a home of her own, but some time later Mrs. 
Cummins appealed to her to come and live at 
No. 60 Belgrave square, saying that she was 
very lonely, and that the house was the wit- 
ness’'s home. The witness’s hasband offered 
to pay rent for the-rooms, but Mrs. Cummias 
indignantly refused to accept it, and said 
that No. 60 was the witness's home. 

Reférring to Miss Ryan’s relations with 
Mrs. Cummins, the witness said that in 1921 
Mrs. Cummins had a letter from Miss Ryan 
from the Magdalene Asylum, Donnybrook, 
asking her to go and see her. Mrs. Cummins 
did not go. Sirs. Cummins subsequently got 
another letter from Miss Ryan while the wit- 
ness was in America, and went to see her. 
Miss Ryan begged Mrs. Cummins to take her 
away from the asylum, that she was very un- 
happy, and would work in any capacity fo? 
her. Mrs. Cummins refused to take her 
away. In 1924 Miss Ryan called at the house, 
and refused to go. She begged earnestly to 
be allowed to remain. Mrs. Cummins was 
very upset, and said she had no bed. Even- 
tuaily Mrs. Cummins went over and engaged 
a room.for her in Mrs. Fitzgerald’s. While 
the witness was away on a tour in Cork in 
June, 1924, Miss Ryan was brought to live in 
the house. There was no truth in the state- 
ment that Mrs. Cummins was neglected. The 
witness always treated Mrs. Cummins as a 
mother should be treated, 


PLEA FOR LENIENCY. 


Regarding the plaintiff, Dowling, witness 
said that Mrs, Cummins said that Dowling 


her house. In April, .192/, Mrs. Cummins 
asked the advice of witness’s husband with 
regard to Dowling, and he advised going to 
her solicitor, On the evening’ of 13th April, 
when witness went down to the breakfast 
room, to go over the receipt blocks to see 
exactly how much Dowling owed, Miss Ryan 
refused to get the books, and left the room. 
Some ten minutes later, while the witness 
was going ‘through thé books, Miss Ryan 
came in, and said that Dowling was outside. 
Mrs. Cummins refused to see him, and the 
witness directed th... he be brought to the 
drawingroom. When the witness went up 
there to interview |::m she found Dowling and 
Miss Ryan in conversation. Dowling ques- 
tioned the witness s authority, and she said 
that she had Mrs, Cummins’s -uthority. Then 
be said he had come in to ask for clemency 
about the rent. The witness said that the 
time for clemency had passed, and Dowling 
begged of her to use her influence with Mrs. 
Cummins to be lenient. He said that for the 
past weeks or -months—she was not sure 
which—only 14s. a week had been coming 
into his house for the support of himself, his 
wife, and two children, and that if he could 
pay the rent he would. The following day 
the witness conveyed Mrs. Cummins’s instruc- 
tions to Messrs. Hardman, solicitors. 

Miss Ryan, continued the witness, seemed 
to be getting rather more sure of herself as 
tin: went on, and tried as much as possible 
to et the handling of Mrs. Cummins’s af- 
fairs. Her influence over Mrs. Cummins 
began to increase. 

Asked by the judge to give an example of 
that, the witness said that one day Miss Ryan 
tried to go to the bank with Mrs. Cummins. 
The witness, when she heard about ‘t, 
naturally objected, and Mrs. Cummins at once 
ordered Miss Ryan to hand the money over 
to the witness. Mrs. Cummins afterwards 
told her that Miss Ryan had forced her into 
doing what she had done, and had said that 
it was ridiculous for Mrs. Gorman to do the 
banking. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynch regarding the 
mental condition of Mrs. Cummins, she said 
that she would not say that at the end of 
1924 or beginring of 1925 Mrs. Cummins 
was unfit to transact business, but she would 
say that she was stupid. 

Mr. Lynch—You could say that about a 
great many people. (Laughter.) 

The witness said that she had heard that 
Mrs. Cummins had asked a man named 
Waters, who used to do repairs to the house, 
to take £5 off his bill. 

Mr. Lynch—Would you regard that as 
insanity on her part?—I certainly would not 
regard that as insanity ona her part. 

The witness said that it was her brother- 
in-law, Mr. Moylan, who called in Sir Arthur 
Chance. Mr. Moylan told her that he had 
taken steps to have Mrs. Cummins put under 
the protection of the Court. It was the 
witness who received Sir Arthur Chance and 
brought him into the room. | 

In reply to Mr. Wood, the witness said 
that she did not know until after the death 
of Mrs. Cummins of the document of Sth 
November, in respect of income tax and of 
the - document constituting a wer of 
attorney. From the time when she first 
knew Dowling anti] the time of the death of 
Mrs, Cummins she did not know of Dowling 
having anything to do with repairs to the 
houses of the deceased woman. 

Mr. Richard Groves, of Messrs. Hardman 
and Sons, solicitors, proved the signature of 
Mrs. Cummins to a will dated 21st January, 
1920, which he witnessed.

Mrs. Julia Moylan, sister of Mrs. Gorman, 
was examined by Mr. Hughes. She said that 
she lived with Mrs. Cummins as a daughter, 
and was married from her house. She first 
noticed a falling-off in Mrs. Cummins’s 
mentality in December, 1925.

Tobias, and gave evidence with respect to his 
acquaintance with the ‘testatrix, Mrs. 
Cummins, and her affairs. He stated that 
he first became acquainted with her about 
seventeen years ago, She was then a very 
highly educated and intelligent lady. Mrs. 
Cummins was in difficulties with her city 
property in 1922, and he undertook to look 
into the matter for her. and referred +t 
to Messrs. Hardman and Son, solicitors. In 
recent rs he found Mrs. Cummins in a 
state of inability to discuss any subject with 
any interest or intelligence. She had little or 
no idea of what was going on, and very little 
appreciation of it.

Mr. Rearden, who followed on behalf of the 
Rev. James Hackett, said that it stared one 
in the face that, on the evidence of six wit- 
nesses—three of them independent medical 
men—this poor old lady, 87 years of age, was, 
when the will produced by Dowling was al- 
leged to have been executed by her in 1927, 
in an absolute state of doddering to her grave. 
Regarding the will of 1926, which wag pre- 
pared by Father Hackett, he said that the 
conduct of Father Hackett throughout the 
whole of that transaction had been completely 
vindicated. The will of 1926, tounsel sub- 
mitted, must be treated as having been 
properly executed by a woman of sound mental 
capacity. 

The further hearing was adjourned until this 
morning.

APPOINTMENT OF A SOLICITOR.

The Chief Justice remarked with pleasure 
that Mr. Thomas R. Craig, solicitor, a 
notary public of Dublin, and one of the signa- 
tories of the certiticate, had signed the docu- 
ment in Irish. He granted the application. 


CO. GALWAY OUTRAGE. 


SHOTS FIRED AT A HOUSE. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
GALWAY, Sunday. 

News has reached Galway of a shooting out- 
rage at the Manse House, Currandulla, which 
is occupied by Miss Emily Ryan.

DEFAULTING LAND 
ANNUITANTS. 


LIMERICK COUNTY COUNCIL’S 
DECISION. 

At the meeting of the Limerick County 
Council last Saturday a discussion took place 
as to the publication of the list of defaulting 
land annuitants. 

Mr. Condon held that the lists should be 
published, ae it was not fair to the average 
ratepayers to have to pay for those defaulters. 

Mr. Bennett, T.D., said that he had no 
sympathy with the people who would not 
meet their obligations to the Land Commis- 
sion. 

Mr. Quaide considered that a fortnight 
should be given to defaulters before rubhca- 
tion of the lists. 

The Chairman (Mr. Burke) said that there 
were 180 defaulters in the county, and it was 
only fair that they should get notification of 
publication. : 

Mr. McCormack said that the country was 
in a serious way at present, and he thought 
it was time that the Land Act of 1905 should 
be looked into, with a view of extending the 
iperiod for payment, oí annuities. 

It wae decided unanimously, on the motion 
of Mr. McCormack, to ask the Government, 
in view of the agricultural depression, to try 
and extend the term for the payment of land 
annuities, so as to give immediate relief. 

Mr. Condon dissented, on the ground that 
every citizen was bound to contribute to the 
upkeep of the State.
